Sucar.—The trade in this article has been so much interrupted by 
our fiscal changes that we cannot, for the three months only, draw 
much conclusion. So far, however, they show that the total cun- 
sumption has at least been equal to the total import ; but the accounts 
of the succeeding months will no doubt exhibit a greater proportionate 
consumption.

Maxvracturers’ Raw Mareniats—Frax.—In this article there 
is a very striking falling off in the quantity imported in either of 
the preceding years, and the duty being (before the alteration) so 
small, and the habit, therefore, having been to pay the duty on the ar- 
rival of the article, the consumption shows a similar diminution.

WE are now able to%present a Table showing the exact distribution 
of the chief articles of manufactures exported from Lonpon, Liven. 
root, and Baistot, from the Ist of January to the 3d ot May, and 
from Hur to the 26th of April of this year, and for the correspond- 
ing period of last year. We have not yet been able to include the 
exports from the Clyde, owing to a difficulty in making up the quan- 
tities for last year to compare, but that will be overcome, and they 
will be included in our next Tables, and continued regularly after- 
wards. It, will be found that we have made a slight alteration in the | 
classification of the countries. This has been rendered necessary in 
consequence of ships clearing out for more than one market, and the 
impossibility of knowing for which particular place goods are destined ; 
for example, we have put Madras and Calcutta together, the Cape of 
Good Hope and Algoa Bay, &c. ; and we believe that the classifica- 
tion is now made as perfect for all practical purposes as cam be ae- 
complished. 

It will be observed that of most kinds of goods the increase in the 
total quantities exported is very considerable, and that the cases are 
very few in which any decrease is observable. For the particulars 
we refer our readers to the Tables. 


Cerrp Provisions.—An account of the quantities of cured provi- 
sions of all kinds imported into the United Kingdom from foreign 
countries and from the colonies, from the 5th day of January 1843, 
to the 5th day of January 1845, has been procured by Mr Sotheron, 
M.P., and may serve, perhaps, as an anodyne to the claims of the 
agricultural breeders of beef and pork. ‘The quantities of cured pro- 
visions imported into the United Kingdom were as follows :—Of 
salted beef 60.633 cwt in 1843, and 106,766 cwt in 1844; of salted 
pork 27,118 cwt in 1843, and 30,780 cwt in 1844; of hams of all kinde 
6919 ewt in 1843, and 6732 ewt in 1844; and of bacon 448 cwt in T8643 
against 36 cwt in 1844. Of the 106,766 cwt of salt beef imported in 
1844, 2107 ewt came from Russia, 1256 ewt from Denmark, 930 cwt 
from Prussia, 5042 ewt from the Hanseatic towns, 76,660 cwt from 
the United States of North America, 10,596 ewt from the British 
settlements in Australia, and 10,016 cwt from the British colonies in 
North America. Of the 30,780 ewt of salt pork concurrently im- 
ported, 24,342 cwt came from the United States, 2236 ewt from the 
British North American colonies, and 2709 cwt from the Hanse 
towns. Of the 6732 ewt of hams imported in 1844, 2616 cwt came 
from the Hanseatic towns, and 2704 from the United States. The 
quantities retained for home consumption bore a very small propor- 
tion to the quantities imported, viz., 5204 cwt of salt beef in 1644 
against 3019 ewt in 1843; 1311 ewt of salted pork in 1844 against 
6308 cwt in 1843 ; 3495 cwt of ham against 3895 cwt in 1843; and 
36 ewt of bacon in 1844 against 503 cwt in 1843. The amount of 
duties received were, upon the salt beef, 670/ and 766/; upon the salt 
pork, 1295/ and 3947; upon the hams, 2357/ and 2391/; and upon the 
bacon, 138/ and 23/, respectively, in the years 1843 and 1844. The 
quantities re-exported as merchandise in 1843 and 1844 were—of 
salted beef, 6700 and 10,189 ewt ; of salt pork, 25,847 and 6901 cwss 
of hams, 1382 and 1738 ewt; and of bacon, 51 cwt and lewt. The 
British West Indies and the African settlements appear to have 
taken the largest quantity of these cured provisions. ‘The quantiies 
taken for ships’ stores amounted—of salt beef, to 37,432 ewt and 
77,248 cwt in 1843 and 1844; of salt pork, to 19,145 and 16,787 ews 
in 1843 and 1844; of hams, 1340 and 1298 cwt in 1843 and 1644; of 
bacon, ni’. ‘Thus it is evident that the greater portion of the cured 
provisions imported into this kingdom from foreign parts is not €0B- 
sumed at home, but taken out for ships’ stores. 

American Hors.—An extensive fresh importation has just taken 
place, of very excellent quality. ‘The duty on this produce is so high, 
that the last which were imported were sold for the use of Sydney 
and the Channel Islands.
